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INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 



SIR: 



The attention of the Examiner is hereby directed to the 
reference listed on the attached form PTO-144 9. 



The listed patent discloses a hydraulic intensifier in which 
the same fluid is used for driving the intensifier as is output 
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with an increased pressure. The pressure intensifier of this 
reference has an intensifier piston with a high pressure piston 18 
and a low pressure piston 19, The intensifier piston is movable 
with the high pressure piston 18 in a high pressure cylinder 10, 
and with the low pressure piston 19 in a low pressure cylinder 12. 
The high pressure cylinder 10 is connected to a high pressure 
connection 17. The low pressure cylinder 12 is connected either to 
a supply connection 16 or to an exhaust via a control valve 22. 
The position of the control valve 22 is controlled by the position 
of the intensifier piston. This connects or disconnects a first 
control line 23, which is connected with the supply connection 16, 
with a second control line 25, which is connected with the control 
valve. In this way both control lines 23, 25 open into a region of 
the high pressure cylinder 10, which is completely within the 
movement range of the high pressure piston. 

The presently claimed invention differs from this reference 
in that in the present invention a low pressure chamber bounded 
by the low pressure piston and the low pressure cylinder, in the 
second switching position of the switching valve, is connected by 
a connecting path with a chamber between the high pressure piston 
and the low pressure piston. 
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The present invention defines a specific grid pressure 
intensifier which is not believed to be disclosed by the enclosed 
reference.
